Dear Sir: 

In accordance with its responsibilities under the Federal Property 
and Administrative Services Act of 1949, 63 Stat. 377, as amended, 
the General Services Administration has applied considerable effort 
in attempting to obtain further Federal utilization of owned Elec- 
tronic Data Processing Equipment (EDPE) excess to the needs of the 
owning agencies. However, as noted in the Comptroller General's 
Report to the Congress, Study of Financial Advantages of Purchasing 
over Leasing of Electronic Data Processing Equipment in the Federal 
Government, of March 1963 , 86$ of these equipments in use are rented 
rather than owned. Also, these rented equipments are often released 
to the supplier after only two or three years use; substantially less 
than their useful life but after a considerable investment by Government. 

These rented equipments are available for sale by the supplier to the 
renting or to other Government agencies at reduced prices in recogni- 
tion of the Government's investment. In the interests of economy, the 
General Services Administration plans to circularize available rented 
as well as owned EDPE to permit all agencies the opportunity of acquir- 
ing those suitable for their use with these cost savings . 

Enclosed is a bulletin describing equipments now being released by the 
Post Office Department. Please advise the General Services Administra- 
tion, in accordance with the stated instructions, if your agency has 
any requirement. 

In view of the great interest being shown in the acquisition and uti- 
lization of EDPE at high levels in the executive and legislative branches, 
this first bulletin is directed to you as an agency head. For the same 
reason you are asked to designate a member of your staff to whom future 
bulletins on available owned and rented EDPE may be sent and with whom
